Walker's editions of thefe plays are illuftrative of a 
curious epifode in the hiftory of their copyright, as appears 
from the following contemporary " Adver^en^m," — 

cc Whereas one J. Tonfon and his Accomplices have 
afferted, that they are the Proprietors of Shakefpear's 
Plays, and have publifhed feveral of the faid Plays in a 
very incorreft and imperfeft Manner, printed on a very 
bad Letter, in the major Part of which there are a great 
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Number of Omiffions, occafioned by Careleflhefs or Ig- 
norance, and in all Probability by both, whereby the 
Plays (o printed, or more properly pyrated by the (aid J. 
Tonfon in Conjunction with his Accomplices are render 'd 
unintelligible, and of no Service. And whereas the faid 
J. Tonfon and his Accomplices have made it their 
Bufinefs to undermine R. Walker, Printer, at Shakefpear's 
Head in Turn-again-Lane, Snow-hill, the following is 
offered to the Publick. 

" Mr. Tonfon and his Accomplices having in an arbi- 
trary Manner kept up the Prices of Plays at the Price of 
one Shilling, Mr. Walker, fenfible of the grand Impofition, 
undertook to free the Publick from the faid Oppreffion, 
and to publifh the Plays at Four-pence each, and without 
the Sale of a great Number he could reap no Benefit.

<c It is very furprifing in Tonfon and his Accomplices 
to call themfelves Proprietors of Shakefpear's Plays ; if 
they have any juft Claim to them, why do they not vin- 
dicate their Claim ? They fell their Plays at a very great 
Lofs; and let the World judge of Mr. Tonfon's old 
Ways ; for could he fupprefs Mr. Walker, the publick 
muft then pay dear for what plays they purchafe, and cer- 
tain it is, that he would hold them up at an advanced price, 
to re-imburfe himfelf for the great Lofs he fuftains in the 
plays, which he now fells at an Under- price, on purpofc 
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to demolifh Mr. Walker, which plainly (hews the malicious 
Defigns of Tonfon and his Accomplices. O Terrible 
Rymers Fader a y Mr. Tonfon ! 

" The following is defigrfd as an Anfwer to a foolijb Adver- 
tifenunt figned lVm. Chetwooa\ Prompter to Drury-Lane 
Play-boufe. 

" € Whereas an Advertifement was inferted in feveral of 
the News-Papers, and annexed to all Tonfon's imperfed 
Plays, figned William Chetwood, in relation to Mr. 
Walker's Edition of Shakefpear, I think myfelf obliged to 
(hew the Publick, that the faid Advertifement is foolish,

PUBLICK 

" ' Foolish in a Fellow to thruft himfelf officioufly and 
impertinently into an Affair which no way concerns 
him, and that too, at the Expence of that Modefty, 
which he has, with a great deal of AfFeftation always 
pretended to; for nothing can certainly be fo vain or 
impudent as this Prompter's anfwering publickly to a 
Charge that was never brought againft him, no fuch 
Things having ever been infinuated by Mr. Walker, as 
that he made ufe of any Copy obtained from him, for it 
would be of no more Service to have his Marks of En- 
trances, Exits, Properties^ See. than it would be to print

"'False in faying R. Walker's Edition has innumerable 
Errors in it, and is not as a&ed at the Theatres ; but 
this is a FaMhood that almoft every Reader is able to 
difcover, who, without doubt, can judge of this as well 
as the Prompter, the Candle-Snuffer, or any other Ser- 
vant of the Houfe. 

u € Scandalous in faying, The Right of the Proprietors 
is bafely invaded ; for if they had any Right, they would 
try it at Law, which they have been oftentimes called 
upon to do, by R. Walker. 

" c And laftly, across imposition on the publick, for 
he denies that he ever compared the Plays printed by R. 
Walker with thofe printed by J. Tonfon ; and as Chet- 
wood fays himfelf, that he has a (hare in fome of Shake- 
fpear's Plays, I fubmit it to the Publick whether he did not 
fign that Advertifement on Purpofe to ferve a Turn.' 

<c The laft fubterfuge of Meff: Tonfon and Feals will ap- 
pear to all unprejudiced Perfons to be a tacit Acknow- 
ledgment of their not having any juft Claim to the Works 
of Shakefpear : For they have declined trying their pre- 
tended Right therein at Common Law, or in Equity, and 
to put R. Walker to Expences, have moved the Court or" 
King's-Bench for an Information againft him, on account 
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of his having Scandaliz'd them, in one of his Advertife- 
ments. Thefe mighty men think, that by their great 
Purfes they {hall be enabled to pull Mr. Walker down, 
but Mr. Walker is a man of Refolution, and fuch they'll 
find him, who will not be frighted by their infolent 
Threats. 

If the Publick will be pleafed to compare R. Walker's 
Editions of Shakefpear's Plays with thofe which Tonfon 
has fold, they will foon be convinced that his are perfect, 
and Tonfon' s incorre& ; for they will find not only an 
hundred Omiflions and Interpolations, but likewife a Mul- 
titude of grofs Errors, whereby the fenfe of the Author is 
marr'd and rendered imperfe&. 

The following Affidavits were fworn, for the Support of 
the Truth of this Cafe, and plainly fhews what Mr. Wal- 
ker *s Adverfaries have aimed at to fupprefs him, and raife 
the Plays to their former exorbitant price. 

Robert Walker, of Turn-again-Lane, Snow-HiD, 
Printer, maketh Oath, and faith, That William Feals, of

In the firft Place he is wrong in his Title ; he calls it 
The Life and Death of King Lear ; the original Tide by 
Shakefpear, was only King Lear y a Tragedy^ and when 
alter'd and reviv'd by N. Tate, Efq ; The Hi/lory of King 
Lear and his three Daughters ; how can it be called The 
Life and Death of King Lear y when in the Play as it has 
been a&ed for near 50 Years laft paft (tho' Tonfon's 
fpurious Edition kills him on the Stage) King Lear at the 
Conclufion of the Play remains alive, and gives his 
Daughter Cordelia in Marriage to Edgar, Son to 
Glocefter. 

In the 2d Place, he has omitted the Prologue to the 
fame Tragedy as well as the Epilogue, which was fpoken 
by the celebrated Mrs. Barry. 

In the 3d Place, he has printed it from an erroneous 
Edition ; in which there is not one Scene in the whole as 
A&ed at the Theatres, neither has it the fame beginning 
or ending. 

In the 4th Place, he has omitted the curious Dedication 
of Mr. Tate, to his efteemed Friend, Thomas Boteler, 
Efq ; on the Revival of the Play. 
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Befides what is already obferved, there are innumer- 
able Omiffions and Blunders in his other Plays, viz. 
Julius Cafar, Macbeth^ Titus Andronicus^ The Tempefi^ and 
feveral others, infomuch that there is fcarce one Play that 
is perfe& ; fome want Frontifpieces, fome the Titles, and 
in feveral others, whole Scenes, half Pages, and Speeches, 
are entirely omitted : So that each Vol. of Tonfon's, may 
be called a Gallimaufry of Scraps and Nonfenfe.
